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THE LECTIONARY. 



The Lessons for Morning and Evening Service 
on the Lord's Day form a two-years' course. 
The First Lesson in the Morning Service is 
selected from the historical books of the Old 
Testament, on the principle of conveying an 
outline of the sacred history; and the First 
Lesson in the Evening Service is taken from 
the prophetical writings, the order of the canon 
being followed throughout. The Second Lesson 
is taken from the Gospels in the Morning, and 
from the Epistles in the Evening Service. 

The Table for the First Year is to be used 
in those years of which the number is odd, as 
1891-93, &c. ; the Table for the Second Year in 
those of which the number is even, as 1890-92, 
&c. 

When Psalms and Lessons are specified in 
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the Table of Psalms and Lessons for Special Ser- 
vices, as proper for a special occasion, the Psalms 
and Lessons of ordinary course are then to be 
♦omitted. 

According to the Table of Daily Lessons, 
the Old Testament is read through once, with 
the exception of certain parts omitted as less 
suitable, and the New Testament twice, every 
year.

7>fo Service shall be conducted as on other Sundays. 
The Prayer after Sermon being ended, the Minister 
may give this Exhortation — 

Dearly beloved, — As we are now about to 
celebrate the Holy Communion of the body and 
blood of Christ, let us consider how St Paul ex- 
horteth all persons to examine themselves before 
they eat of that bread, and drink of that cup. 
For as the benefit is great, if with a truly peni- 
tent heart and lively faith we receive that holy 
sacrament (for then we spiritually eat the flesh 
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of Christ, and drink His blood ; then we dwell 
in Christ and Christ in us; we are one with 
Christ and Christ with us), so is the danger 
great if we receive the same unworthily. For 
he that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh judgment to himself, not discerning 
the Lord's body. 

Therefore I warn all who are not of the 
number of the faithful, all who live in any 
sin against their knowledge or their conscience, 
charging them that they profane not this holy 
table. 

And yet this is not pronounced to exclude 
any penitent person, how grievous soever his 
sins have been, but only such as continue in 
sin without repentance. 

Examine your own consciences, therefore, to 
know whether you truly repent of your sins, and 
whether, trusting in God's mercy, and seeking 
your whole salvation in Jesus Christ, you are 
resolved to follow holiness, and to live in peace 
and charity with all men. 

If you have this testimony in your hearts 
before God, be assured that your sins are for- 
given through the perfect merit of Jesus Christ 
our Lord ; and I bid you, in His name, to His 
holy table. 

And although you feel that you have not per- 
fect faith, and do not serve God as you ought ; 
yet if, by God's grace, you are heartily sorry for 
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your sins and infirmities, and earnestly desire to 
withstand all unbelief, and to keep all His 
commandments, be assured that your remaining 
imperfections do not prevent you from being re- 
ceived of God in mercy, and so made worthy 
partakers of this heavenly food. 

For we come not to this supper as righteous 
in ourselves, but we come to seek our life in 
Christ, acknowledging that we lie in the midst of 
death. Let us, then, look upon this sacrament 
as a remedy for those who are sick, and consider 
that the worthiness our Lord requireth of us is 
that we be truly sorry for our sins, and find our 
joy and salvation in Him. United with Him 
who is holy, even our Lord Jesus Christ, we are 
accepted of the Father, and invited to partake 
of these holy things which are for holy

The Minister then gives out a psalm or hymn^ and while 
it is being stingy the Minister and Assistants bring in 
the elements and place them on the Communion Table, 

Minister, — The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the fellowship of the 
Holy Ghost, be with you all.

Holy Supper of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
as they are delivered by the holy apostle Paul 
(1 Cor. xi. 23-26) : " I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, That the 
Lord Jesus the same night in which He was 
betrayed took bread: and when He had given 
thanks, He brake it, and said, Take, eat: this 
is my body, which is broken for you : this do in 
remembrance of me. After the same manner 
also He took the cup, when He had supped, say- 
ing, This cup is the new testament in my blood : 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do show the Lord's death till 
He come." 

[Here an address such as the following may be given : 

Dearly beloved, — You have heard in 
d^f * what manner the Lord hath instituted 

His Holy Supper. 
Taking and setting apart these elements, by 
the Word and prayer, to be sacramentally the 
body and blood of Christ, we must be fully per- 
suaded in our hearts of the mystery of His holy 
incarnation — God manifest in the flesh ; that He 
was chosen by the Father to be Mediator, sent 
by Him into the world, and assumed our flesh 
and blood. 
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That having taken our nature, He bore our sins 
and carried our sorrows, and bowed His head in 
death, that we might be accepted of God and 
raised to life in Him ; — and this one offering up 
of Himself, once for all, we are to commemorate 
and show forth in the breaking of bread, with a 
spiritual oblation of all possible praise unto God 
for the same. 

And as the Lord hath ordained that we are 
to eat of this bread and drink of this cup, to 
assure us of our union with Him, and that He 
giveth us His body and His blood to be our 
meat and our drink unto life eternal, we are 
not to doubt His goodness, but to be firmly 
persuaded that He accomplisheth spiritually in 
us all that He outwardly exhibits. For the 
cup of blessing which we bless, is it not the 
communion of the blood of Christ ? the bread 
which we break, is it not the communion of the 
body of Christ ? 

And as by His death, resurrection, and ascen- 
sion, He hath obtained for us the life-giving 
Spirit, which, dwelling in Him as the Head, and 
in us as His members, unites us all in one body, 
we are to receive this Supper in brotherly love 
and mindful of the communion of saints. For 
we, being many, are one body; for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. We are to rejoice 
in the holy fellowship wherein we have part with 
the faithful patriarchs and prophets of old ; the 
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holy apostles and evangelists ; the blessed mar- 
tyrs and confessors; the redeemed of all ages 
who have died in the Lord, and now live with 
Him for evermore; our fathers, our brethren, 
our children, and those who were as our own 
souls: believing that though our eyes behold 
them no more, they have not perished, but that 
as Jesus died and rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring with Him ; 
and that when the day breaks, and the shadows 
flee away, we shall meet them again in glory 
and in joy.] 

And now, that we may fulfil the Saviour's 
institution with righteousness and joy, let us, in 
celebrating this sacred service, follow His holy 
example in word and action. 

As the Lord Jesus, the night in which He 
was betrayed, took bread, I take these elements 
to be set apart to the holy use for which He has 
appointed them ;

The sacrament thus instituted is a sign and 
seal of our ingrafting into Christ, of remission of 
sin by His blood, and regeneration by His Spirit, 
of adoption, and resurrection unto everlasting 
life; and by it we are solemnly admitted, by 
Christ's appointment, into His Church, and enter 
into an engagement to be the Lord's. 

And although our young children do not 
understand these things, they are not to be ex- 
cluded from this holy ordinance; for consider 
what is written in the Gospels: — 

" And they brought young children unto Him 
that He should put His hands on them and 
pray. And His disciples rebuked those that 
brought them. But when Jesus saw it, He was 
much displeased, and said, Suffer the little chil- 
dren to come unto me, and forbid them not; 
for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily I 
say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not 
enter therein. And He took them up in His 
arms, put His hands upon them, and blessed 
them." 

We read also that on the day of Pentecost, 
when St Peter called upon the people, saying,

Ghost," he assured them that the promise per- 
tained not only to them, but also to their chil- 
dren.

The persons to be married being present in the Church 
with a sufficient number of witnesses, the man standing 
on the right hand and the woman on the left, the 
Minister shall say — 

Our help is in the name of the Lord, who 
made heaven and earth. 

DEARLY BELOVED,— We are here gathered 
together in the sight of God, and in the 
face of this congregation, to join together this 
man and this woman in the bonds of matrimony, 
which is a holy estate instituted by God in the 
time of man's innocency ; which was beautified 
and adorned by our Lord's gracious presence and 
first miracle at the wedding in Cana of Galilee ; 
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which is commended by St Paul as honourable 
in all, and consecrated as signifying unto us the 
mystical union that subsists between Christ and 
His Church. 

- It is therefore not to be entered on lightly, 
nor unadvisedly, but thoughtfully, reverently, 
and in the fear of God, with due consideration 
of the reasons for which it was ordained, and 
i;he duties which it imposes. 

- It was ordained for the mutual good, society, 
and comfort of man and woman, that each should 

L be the help meet for the other. 

It was ordained for the continuance of the 
holy ordinance of family life, and that children, 
who are the heritage of the Lord, should be duly 
nurtured and trained up in godliness and piety. 

It was ordained for the welfare of the state 
and human society, which tend to be strong and 
happy wheresoever the marriage bond is held in 
honour, but are ready to perish wheresoever the 
same is dishonoured. 

" The duty therefore which the estate of mar- 
riage chiefly imposes is mutual love and rever- 
ence between man and wife, with mutual devising 
v of the solace and welfare required by both: 
which duty is plainly set forth in God's holy 
Word, wherein it is said, in St Paul's Epistle to 
the Ephesians, — 

"Wives, submit yourselves unto your own 
husbands, as unto the Lord. For the husband 
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is the head of the wife, even as Christ is the 
Head of the Church : and He is the saviour of 
the body. Therefore as the Church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be to their own 
husbands in everything. Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved the Church, 
and gave Himself for it ; that He might sanctify 
and cleanse it with the washing of water by the 
Word, that He might present it to Himself a 
glorious Church, not having spot, or wrinkle, 
or any such thing ; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish. So ought men to love 
their wives as their own bodies. He that loveth 
his wife loveth himself. For no man ever yet 
hated his own flesh ; but nourisheth and cherish- 
eth it, even as the Lord the Church : for we are 
members of His body, of His flesh, and of His 
bones. For this cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two shall be one flesh. This is 
a great mystery : but I speak concerning Christ 
and the Church. Nevertheless let every one 
of you in particular so love his wife even as 
himself ; and the wife see that she reverence her 
husband." 

Into this holy estate these two persons are 
now come to be joined. 

Therefore if any man can show any just cause 
why they may not lawfully be joined together, 
let him now declare the same. 
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Then speaking to the persons that are to be married^ he 
shall say — 

Also I jequira ^pd charge you both, as ye 
will answer at ine 'day of" judgment, when the 
secrets of all hearts shall be disclosed, that if 
either of you know any impediment why ye may 
not be lawfully joined together in matrimony, 
ye do now confess it. ! For be ye well assured 
that so many as are coupled together otherwise 
than God's Word doth allow are not joined 
together by God; neither is their marriage 
lawful. 

If no impediment be alleged or confessed, the Minister 
shall say — 

Forasmuch as no one speaketh, let us invoke 
the blessing of God on the union now to be 
formed.

ALMIGHTY and most merciful Father, we

Then shall be read one or more of the Lessons 
following. 

1 Cor. xv. 20. 

Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first-fruits of them that slept. For since by 
man came death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive. But every 
man in his own order; Christ the first-fruits; 
afterward they that are Christ's at His coming. 

[Then cometh the end, when He shall have de- 
livered up the kingdom to God, even the Father ; 
when He shall have put down all rule, and all 
authority and power. For He must reign till He 
hath put all enemies under His feet. The last 
enemy that shall be destroyed is death. For He 
hath put all things under His feet. But when 
He saith, All things are put under Him, it is 
manifest that He is excepted which did put all 
things under Him. And when all things shall be 
subdued unto Him, then shall the Son also Him- 
self be subject unto Him that put all things 
under Him, that God may be all in all.] 

But some man will say, How are the dead 
raised up ? and with what body do they come ? 
Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened except it die. And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that shall be, but bare 
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grain, it may chance of wheat, or of some other 
grain ; but God giveth it a body as it hath pleased 
Him, and to every seed his own body. [All flesh 
is not the same flesh ; but there is one kind of 
flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. There are also celes- 
tial bodies, and bodies terrestrial ; but the glory 
of the celestial is one, and the glory of the terres- 
trial is another. There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the stars ; for one star differeth from another 
star in glory.] So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it is raised in in- 
corruption : it is sown in dishonour, it is raised 
in glory : it is sown in weakness, it is raised in 
power : it is sown a natural body, it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body. [And so it is written, 
The first man Adam was made a living soul ; the 
last Adam was made a quickening spirit. How- 
beit that was not first which is spiritual, but that 
which is natural; and afterward that which is 
spiritual. The first man is of the earth, earthy ; 
the second man is the Lord from heaven. As is 
the earthy, such are they also that are earthy ; 
and as is the heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly.] Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God ; 
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neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. Be- 
hold, I show you a mystery ; We shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump : for 
the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 
For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality. So 
when this corruptible shall have put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal shall have put on im- 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the say- 
ing that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. death, where is thy sting ? grave, 
where is thy victory ? The sting of death is sin ; 
and the strength of sin is the law. But thanks 
be to God, which giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch 
as ye know that your labour is not in vain in the 
Lord. 

1 Thess. iv. 13. 

I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which are asleep, that ye sorrow 
not, even as others which have no hope. For if 
we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even 
so them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with Him. For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we which are alive and 
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remain unto the coming of the Lord, shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. For the Lord 
Himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God ; and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first : then we which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air : and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. 

[But of the times and the seasons, brethren, ye 
have no need that I write unto you. For your- 
selves know perfectly, that the day of the Lord 
so cometh as a thief in the night. For when 
they shall say, Peace and safety, then sudden de- 
struction cometh upon them, as travail upon a 
woman with child; and they shall not escape. 
But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that that 
day should overtake you as a thief. Ye are all 
the children of light, and the children of the day : 
we are not of the night nor of darkness. There- 
fore let us not sleep, as do others; but let us 
watch and be sober. For they that sleep, sleep 
in the night; and they that be drunken, are 
drunken in the night. But let us, who are of 
the day, be sober, putting on the breastplate of 
faith and love ; and for an helmet the hope of sal- 
vation. For God hath not appointed us to wrath, 
but to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who died for us, that whether we wake or sleep, 
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we should live together with Him. Wherefore 
comfort yourselves together, and edify one an- 
other, even as also ye do.] 



At the Burial of a Child. 

2 Sam. xii. 18. 

And it came to pass on the seventh day, that 
the child died. And the servants of David 
feared to tell him that the child was dead : for 
they said, Behold, while the child was yet alive, 
we spake unto him, and he would not hearken 
unto our voice ; how will he then vex himself, 
if we tell him that the child is dead ? But when 
David saw that his servants whispered, David 
perceived that the child was dead: therefore 
David said unto his servants, Is the child dead ? 
And they said, He is dead. Then David arose 
from the earth, and washed, and anointed him- 
self, and changed his apparel, and came into the 
house of the Lord, and worshipped : then he 
came to his own house ; and when he required, 
they set bread before him, and he did eat. Then 
said his servants unto him, What thing is this 
that thou hast done ? Thou didst fast and weep 
for the child, while it was alive ; but when the 
child was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 
And he said, While the child was yet alive, I 
fasted and wept : for I said, Who can tell whether 
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God will be gracious to me, that the child may 
live ? But now he is dead, wherefore should I 
fast ? can I bring him back again ? I shall go 
to him, but he shall not return to me. 

Mark x. 13. 

And they brought young children to Him, 
that He should touch them: and His disciples 
rebuked those that brought them. But when 
Jesus saw it, He was much displeased, and said 
unto them, Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not : for of such is the 
kingdom of God. Verily I say unto you, Who- 
soever shall not receive the kingdom of God 
as a little child, he shall not enter therein. 
And He took them up in His arms, put His 
hands upon them, and blessed them.

Dearly beloved brother, — In order that we 
may be fully assured of your faith and integrity 
of purpose, and that you may yourself also the 
better realise the responsibilities under which 
you are about to be placed, we call upon you to 
make answer plainly to these following questions 
which we now propose to you by the authority 
of the Church. 

Then the Candidate shall answer the following questions % 
appointed by the Church to be put to those who are to 
be ordained to the ministry, or admitted to any charge — 

1. Do you believe the Word of God, which is 
contained in the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments, to be the supreme rule of faith and 
morals ? 

Answer — I do. 

2. Do you declare the Confession of Faith 
of this Church to be the confession of your 
faith ? 

Answer — I do. 

3. Do you acknowledge Presbyterian Church 
government, as now settled by law, to be the 
only government of this Church; and do you 
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promise to submit thereto, concur therewith, 
and never endeavour, directly or indirectly, the 
prejudice or subversion thereof? 
Answer — I do. 

4. Do you promise to submit yourself willingly 
and humbly, in the spirit of meekness, unto the 
admonitions of the brethren of this Presbytery ; 
and to be subject to them, and all other Ptesby- 
teries and superior judicatories of this Church 
where God in His providence shall cast your 
lot: And that, according to your power, you 
shall maintain the unity and peace of this 
Church against error and schism, notwithstand- 
ing of whatsoever trouble or persecution may 
arise: And that you shall follow no divisive 
courses from the present established doctrine, 
worship, discipline, and government of this 
Church ? 

Answer — I do. 

5. Are not zeal for the honour of God, love 
to Jesus Christ, and desire of saving souls, 
your great motives and chief inducements to 
enter into the function of the holy ministry, and 
not worldly designs and interest ? 

Answer — They are. 

6. Have you used any undue methods, either 
by yourself or others, in procuring this call ? 

Answer — I have not. 

7. Do you engage in the strength and grace of 
Jesus Christ, our Lord and Master, to rule well 
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your own family, to live a holy and circumspect 
life, and faithfully, diligently, and cheerfully to 
discharge all the parts of the ministerial work, to 
the edification of the body of Christ ? 
Answer — I do. 

The following question is to be put only when the person 
ordained is also to be invested with the office of Pastor 
over the Congregation present 

8. Do you accept of, and close with, the call 
to be pastor of this parish, and promise through 
grace to perform all the duties of a faithful 
minister of the Gospel among this people? 

Answer — I do. 

The questions having been answered, the Minister may 
say — 

ALMIGHTY God accept and bless thee, and 
pour down upon thee the benediction of 
His divine and quickening Spirit, that those 
things which thou hast purposed in thine heart 
thou mayest be enabled to fulfil, to the glory of 
His holy name, and the edifying of His Church.

382 ORDINATION OF MINISTERS. 

Thereafter the presiding Presbyter, and the other Pres- 
byters in succession, shall give the newly ordained 
Minister the right hand of fellowship, saying — 

We give thee the right hand of fellowship to 
take part with us in this ministry. 

If the person ordained is, at the same time, to be insti- 
tuted, by Act of Presbytery \ to the office of Pastor of 
a Church, or any other office, the presiding Presbyter 
shall add these words, naming the particular office — 

In the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and by- 
appointment of this Presbytery, I receive and 
admit you to the office of 

The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the love 
of God, and the fellowship of the Holy Ghost, 
be with you always. &mtn. 

Thereafter the presiding Presbyter shall give this, or the 
like, solemn charge to the newly ordained Minister; 
and, if he is at the same time inducted as a Pastor, 
to the People present, setting forth their respective 
duties, from the Word of God— 

Dearly beloved brother, — Forasmuch as the 
burden and responsibility of the holy ministry 
have now been laid upon you, it is our part 
solemnly to remind you how great is the dignity 
of the office, and how weighty and momentous 
also are the duties which it involves. 

The office is of divine origin. It proceeds 
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directly from the Lord Jesus Christ Himself, as 
the fruit of His resurrection and triumphant 
ascension into heaven ; and by it He designs to 
carry forward the purposes of His grace upon 
the earth, in the salvation of men, through the 
Church, to the end of time. 

All power, we hear Him saying, after He had 
risen from the dead, is given unto me in heaven 
and on earth. Qo ye, therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost ; 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you : and lo ! I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the world. 

They to whom these words were spoken were 
the apostles, who were called and commissioned 
immediately by Jesus Christ Himself. They in 
turn ordained and set apart other suitable men, 
as pastors and teachers over the churches which 
they had gathered and established in different 
places; and these again, in the same way, ap- 
pointed and sent forth others to carry onward 
and forward still the true succession of this 
office; which, being regularly transmitted in 
this way from age to age in the Christian 
Church, has come down finally to our time. 
The solemnity of ordination is not merely an 
impressive ceremony, by which the right of such 
as are called of God to the ministry is owned 
and confessed by the Church; but it is to be 
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considered also as our actual investiture with 
the office itself, and as an assurance that our 
consecration to the service of Christ has been 
accepted, and that the Holy Ghost will most 
certainly be with us in the faithful discharge of 
all our ministerial acts and duties. 

These duties, further, are of the same order 
with the high origin of the office and its glorious 
design. The ministers of Christ are set in the 
world to be at once the representatives of His 
authority and the ambassadors of His grace. As 
my Father hath sent me, He says, even so send 
I you. He that heareth you heareth me; and 
he that despiseth you despiseth me ; and he that 
despiseth me despiseth Him that sent me. Let 
a man account of us, says St Paul, as of the 
ministers of Christ and stewards of the mys- 
teries of God. Again : We are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did beseech you by us. 
To us, therefore, as ministers of Christ, it be- 
longs, in virtue of the power of our office, to 
baptize; to preach the gospel of reconciliation; 
to celebrate the holy sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper ; to bless the people from God ; to pray 
for them; to offer before God continually the 
supplications, prayers, intercessions, and thanks- 
givings of His people; to feed, to instruct, to 
watch over and guide the sheep and lambs of 
His flock. We are also charged with the gov- 
ernment of His Church, and with the proper 
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use of its godly discipline, according to that 
solemn word : I will give unto thee the keys of 
the kingdom of heaven; and whatsoever thou 
shalt bind on earth, shall be bound in heaven; 
and whatsoever thou shalt loose on earth, shall 
be loosed in heaven. 

Such, then, being the character of the office to 
which you are now ordained, beloved brother in 
the Lord, and such the high and arduous nature 
of its duties, it is easy to see with what serious- 
ness and godly fear, with what solemn fore- 
thought, with what holy caution, you should 
engage in it, and with how great care and study 
also you ought to apply yourself, that you may 
appear hereafter to have been worthy of being 
put into the Christian ministry, by being found 
faithful to its mighty trust. 

[Know, at the same time, that for this you are 
by no means sufficient of yourself. All proper 
sufficiency here is from God alone, to whom, 
therefore, you should pray earnestly, through 
the mediation of our only Saviour Jesus Christ, 
for the heavenly assistance of the Holy Ghost, 
that, giving yourself wholly to this office, with 
daily meditation and study of the Scriptures, 
you may be able to make full proof of your 
ministry, being nourished up in the words of 
faith and good doctrine, and showing yourself 
a pattern to others in piety and godly living. 
" In doing this thou shalt both save thyself and 
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them that hear thee." And when the chief 
Shepherd shall appear, you shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away, through the 
merits of the same Jesus Christ our Lord : unto 
whom, with the Father and the Holy Ghost, 
three persons and one God, be ascribed all 
might, majesty, dominion, and blessing, now, 
henceforth, and for ever.] #Lmm. 

When the Minister ordained is at the same time inducted 
as a Pastor, the preceding paragraph is to be omitted, 
and the charge may proceed as follows — 

I therefore do now charge and exhort thee, 
dearly beloved brother, in the words of the holy 
apostles of our Lord and Saviour, to take heed 
unto thyself and unto all the flock over which 
the Holy Ghost hath made thee a bishop, to 
feed the Church of Christ, which He hath pur- 
chased with His own blood. Love Christ and 
feed His flock: taking the oversight thereof, 
not by constraint but willingly; not for filthy 
lucre, but of a ready mind; neither as being 
lord over God's heritage, but being an ensample 
to the flock. Be thou an example of the be-, 
lievers, in word, in conversation, in charity, in 
spirit, in faith, in purity. Give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. Neglect 
not the gift that is in thee, which was given 
thee with the laying on of the hands of the 
presbytery. Meditate upon these things: give 
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thyself wholly to them, that thy profiting may 
appear to all. Endure thou hardness as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ. And forasmuch as all 
proper sufficiency is from God only, I exhort 
thee, finally, to continue in prayer, through the 
mediation of our only Saviour Jesus Christ, 
for the perpetual assistance of the Holy Ghost. 
Thus shalt thou both save thyself and those 
that hear thee, and in that day when the chief 
Shepherd shall appear, thou shalt receive a 
crown of glory which fadeth not away. 

AND now, addressing ourselves to you, dearly 
beloved members of this congregation : Ye 
haye heard the solemn vows which your pastor has 
taken upon him : ye have heard the obligations 
which have been laid upon him as set to be the 
Lord's minister to you. We do, therefore, the 
more earnestly and affectionately exhort and en- 
treat you, on your part, to reverence and uphold 
him as your minister in the Lord, placed over 
you by the Lord Jesus Christ, to lead and guide 
you according to His will. Wait on the word 
and ordinances which he hath been ordained to 
administer, as being the word and ordinances of 
Christ Jesus. Seek the blessing and counsel of 
the Lord at his hands. Judge not the faithfulness 
of the Lord, at any time, by the unworthiness and 
weakness of His servant. Uphold him by your 
love and service. Grudge not your tithes and offer- 
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ings for the provision of the Lord's house. Cease- 
lessly remember your minister in your prayers, 
and entreat for him and for yourselves the out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost, that it may be given 
to you to know what the will of the Lord is, and 
to fulfil it while the day of grace abides : so that 
at the appearing of the Lord Jesus, you may all, 
pastor and people, be presented by Him before 
the presence of the Father, a glorious flock, in the 
unity of the one body, holy and unspotted, with 
exceeding joy: through the same Jesus Christ 
our Lord, unto whom, with the Father and the 
Holy Ghost, three persons and one God, be all 
honour and glory, might, majesty, dominion, and 
power, now, henceforth, and for ever. £lmen* 

When the Minister ordained is at the same time inducted 
as a Pastor, the presiding Presbyter shall, after the 
charge, thus proceed, addressing the Congregation — 

Let us now pray, beloved brethren, unto God, 
the Fountain of all grace and glory, that He may 
be pleased to sanctify with His heavenly bless- 
ing the relation which has been formed in His 
name. 

Then shall follow this Prayer — 

ALMIGHTY God, who, under Thine ever- 
blessed Son, the great Shepherd of Thy 
sheep, hast appointed them to be fed and guided 
by Thy ministering servants; we thank Thee 
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that Thou hast this day graciously provided a 
pastor for this people ; and we earnestly entreat 
Thee to grant unto Thy servant, to whom this 
solemn trust is now committed by us in Thy 
name, Thy Holy Spirit, to fit him more and 
more for the work to which he has been called. 
Give him utterance that he may boldly make 
known Thy word and will, and faithfully dis- 
pense the mysteries of Thy Gospel. Endue him 
with wisdom and zeal to rule aright the people 
over whom he is set, and to preserve them in 
peace and purity, so that Thy Church, under 
his administration and example, may increase 
in grace and holiness. Grant him meekness, 
patience, and firmness to bear all the trials and 
troubles of his ministry, and strengthen him with 
Thy Spirit, that he may abide steadfast to the 
end, and be received, with all Thy faithful ser- 
vants, into the joy of his Lord. Give grace also 
to those over whom he has been appointed, that 
they may reverently receive his doctrine and 
godly admonitions, yielding him all due respect 
and obedience according to Thy holy Word, and 
earnestly endeavouring so to profit by his labours, 
that they may grow in grace, and be made par- 
takers of eternal life, through Jesus Christ our 
Saviour; to whom, with Thee, Father, and 
with the Holy Ghost, be glory, as it was in 
the beginning, is now, and ever shall be, world 
without end. #Lmen. 
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When the person ordained is appointed to the office or 

function of an Evangelist or Missionary, or of a 

Teacher or Doctor in a School of Theology \ the charge 

shall conclude with the paragraph in brackets \ and the 

Prayer of Institution shall be as follows — 

In the case of an Evangelist or Missionary — 

OMOST gracious and merciful God, who hast 
commanded Thy Gospel to be preached unto 
all nations, that the ends of the earth may see 
Thy salvation ; we give Thee thanks that, from 
age to age, Thou dost inspire Thy chosen servants 
with a desire to make known Thy truth to those 
who are sitting in darkness, that they may be 
delivered from sin and death, and made par- 
takers of our hope and joy. And we beseech 
Thee greatly to bless Thy servant here before 
Thee, whom in Thy name we send forth to this 
work. Strengthen his hands and encourage his 
heart for all the special dangers, difficulties, 
and temptations that may lie before him. In 
all his trials may his faith in Thy promises 
and love abide unshaken, and his hope be con- 
stant in Thee. Grant him grace to preach boldly 
and faithfully the unsearchable riches of Christ, 
to instruct with meekness those who are opposed 
to the truth, and to gather into the fold of 
Christ many who are wandering in the ways of 
error and of sin. Give him 3, mouth and wisdom, 
which all his adversaries shall not be able to 
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gainsay or to resist. Grant that going forth in 
meekness of wisdom, and labouring in entire de- 
pendence on Thee, he may reap abundant fruit 
of his labours in the conversion of souls unto 
Christ, and obtain the reward of a faithful ser- 
vant in Thy heavenly kingdom, where they who 
have turned many unto righteousness shall shine 
as the stars for ever. These blessings, and all 
that Thou seest to be for the good of Thy ser- 
vant and the honour of Thy name, we earnestly 
implore, through Jesus Christ Thy Son, to whom, 
with the Father and the Holy Ghost, be all praise 
and glory, world without end. JStnuit. 

In the case of a Teacher or Doctor in a School of 
Theology — 

OGOD, our heavenly Father, who, when we

and to make known the mysteries of Thy holy 
Gospel. Strengthen all his faculties ; inspire him 
with a pure and fervent love of the truth as it is 
in Jesus ; and grant that by earnest study and 
prayer he may daily grow in the understanding 
of Thy Word, and become mighty in the know- 
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ledge of the Scriptures. Give him wisdom, faith- 
fulness, and skill to teach Thy truth, and to up- 
hold it against all false doctrine. And graciously 
preserve those who shall be committed to his 
care from all error and delusion, that they be not 
spoiled through philosophy and vain deceit, after 
the tradition of men and the rudiments of the 
world ; but grant that, their faith standing not in 
the wisdom of men, but in the power of God, they 
may be fitted both to defend and to extend in 
this dark world the saving knowledge of Jesus 
Christ Thy Son, in whom are hid all the treas- 
ures of wisdom and knowledge, and to whom, 
with Thee the Father and the Holy Spirit, we 
ascribe all honour and glory, now and for ever. 

The Prayer of Institution shall be followed in every case 
by offering the Intercession as in the Communion Ser- 
vice. The Service shall conclude with singing and 
the Benediction, as follows — 

At the Induction of a Pastor — 

The peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, keep your hearts and minds in the 
knowledge and love of God, and of his Son Jesus 
Christ, our Lord; and the blessing of God Al- 
mighty, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
be amongst you, and remain with you always.

When a Minister, previously ordained, is inducted to a 
pastoral or other charge, the Service shall proceed as 
on the occasion of an Ordination {with such verbal 
changes as are indicated in the rubrics) to the close 
of the questions appointed by authority of the Church, 
But immediately after receiving satisfactory answers 
to these questions, the presiding Minister shall pass on 
to the words — 

In the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and by 
appointment of this Presbytery, I receive and 
admit you to the office of 

Adding the blessing— 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
love of God, and the fellowship of the Holy 
Ghost be with you always. 

The presiding Presbyter shall thereafter proceed to the 
charge and the proper prayer of Institution, and shall 
conclude with the Intercession, singing, and Bene- 
diction. 
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Divine Service shall be celebrated according to the usual 
order. The following are appropriate Lessons of 
Holy Scripture, — Exodus xviii. and i Corinthians xii. 

After the Sermon, the persons to be admitted as Elders 
being seated in front of the Communion Table, the 
Minister shall address the Congregation thus — 

Dearly beloved brethren, — The minister and 
kirk-session of this parish have taken into con- 
sideration the propriety of adding to the number of 
its elders, and, being persuaded of the good char- 
acter and fitness for the office of N. and N K, 

Here the Minister shall mention the names of the 
persons chosen. 

have made choice of these brethren to act with 

them: and, having intimated the same to you,

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and given you an opportunity, according to the 
laws of the Church, to state objections against 
the appointment of these men, and no objection 
having been offered, it now becomes my duty 
publicly to admit the said N. and N K, and to 
receive them as members of the kirk-session, as 
soon as they shall have answered satisfactorily 
the questions appointed by the Church. 

But first let me read to you what is said con- 
cerning this office in the Form of Church Gov- 
ernment, drawn up by the Assembly of Divines 
at Westminster, and approven by former General 
Assemblies of this Church. It is as follows — 

As there were in the Jewish Church elders of 
the people joined with the priests and Levites 
in the government of the Church, so Christ, who 
hath instituted government and governors eccles- 
iastical in the Church, hath furnished some in 
His Church, besides the ministers of the Word, 
with gifts for government, and with commission 
to execute the same, when called thereunto, who 
are to join with the minister in the government 
of the Church, which officers Eeformed Churches 
commonly call Elders. 

The duties of these elders are more particu- 
larly — 

To set the example of a virtuous and religious 
life, and of regular attendance at public worship 
in the parish church : 
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To take part with the minister in administering 
the discipline of the parish : 

And to represent their brethren in presbyteries, 
synods, and General Assemblies, when commis- 
sioned thereto. 

Then the Minister, turning to the persons nominated, 
shall say — 

Since you have confessed your willingness to 
take this office upon you, I now require you to 
answer the following question, appointed by 
the Church to be put to those who are to be 
admitted to the eldership — 

Do you approve of the doctrine, worship, dis- 
cipline, and government of this Church, and pro- 
mise never, directly or indirectly, to attempt the 
prejudice or subversion thereof ? 

Answer — I do. 

Then the Minister shall say — 

3Let u* Ptag- 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who, of Thine in- 
finite mercy and goodness, hast chosen to Thyself 
a Church of the lost seed of Adam, which Thou 
hast ever ruled by the inspiration of Thy Holy 
Spirit, and yet, not the less, hast always used 
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the ministry of men, as well in preaching of 
Thy Word and administration of Thy sacraments, 
as in guiding of Thy flock and providing for the 
poor within the same ; we bless Thy holy name 
that Thou hast planted it in our land, and hast 
vouchsafed unto us, Thine unworthy servants, 
office and membership therein. We thank Thee 
for Thy servants now before Thee, to whom 
Thou hast given grace to obey Thy Church's 
call, and to offer themselves for Thy service. 
Accept them graciously, God. Eemember 
not their offences. Give unto them such abun- 
dance of Thy Holy Spirit, that they may both 
adorn in their lives the doctrine of Thy Son, 
and be vigilant and faithful, wise and loving, 
in the fulfilment of their office. Enable them 
to shine as lights in the world, and to show 
out of a good conversation their works with 
meekness of wisdom ; so that in all Thy saving 
name may be extolled, and godliness increased 
to all generations. And to Thee, with the Son 
and the Holy Ghost, one God, shall be all glory 
and praise for ever. frmtn. 



The persons to be admitted shall then stand up \ and the 
Minister shall say — 

N., In the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
by the authority committed to me in His Church, 
I now admit you to the charge and service to 
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which you have been called ; and may the bless- 
ing of God Almighty, Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost, rest upon you and abide with you always. 

Then the Minister adds an exhortation to the newly 
admitted Elders, and an address to the People, which 
may thus conclude — 

I exhort you, therefore, to be faithful in this 
your office ; to magnify God who hath called you 
to rule within His Church ; to show yourselves 
zealous to promote virtue ; not to fear the faces 
of the wicked, but to rebuke their wickedness ; 
to be merciful to the poor and needy, and to 
support them to the utmost of your power. So 
shall ye receive the benediction of God, present 
and everlasting. 

And you, my brethren of the congregation, 
I exhort to support these elders in all the duties 
of the office to which they have this day been 
admitted. So shall you also be the servants 
of the Lord, and be acceptable before Him as 
His people. For as we have many members 
in one body, and all members have not the same 
office ; so we, being many, are one body in Christ, 
and every one members one of another. Having, 
then, gifts differing according to the grace that is 
given to us, whether prophecy, let us prophesy 
according to the proportion of faith ; or ministry, 
let us wait on our ministering ; or he that teach- 
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eth, on teaching ; he that giveth, let him do it 
with simplicity ; he that ruleth, with diligence ; 
he that showeth mercy, with cheerfulness. Ab- 
hor that which is evil; cleave to that which 
is good. Be kindly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love, in honour preferring one 
another: not slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit; serving the Lord. 

Then shall be said the following Prayer — 

Prevent us, Lord, in all our doings with 
Thy most gracious favour, and further us with 
Thy continual help ; that in all our works begun, 
continued, and ended in Thee, we may glorify 
Thy holy name, and finally, by Thy mercy, obtain 
everlasting life ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Here may be introduced the usual Intercessions. 

The Service shall conclude with singing Psalm ciii. 
19-22, or cxxii. 6-9, or Par. liv., and with the Bene- 
diction — 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
love of God, and the communion of the Holy 
Ghost, be with you all. $tmnt. 

The law of the Church of Scotland requires that at a meeting 
of Kirk-Session, to be held after the service, the newly ap- 
pointed Elders shall sign the Formula and recewe the right 
hand of fellowship. 
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The people being assembled at the place where the 
Church is to be built, the Minister, standing near the 
corner-stone, may begin as follows — 

OUR help is in the name of the Lord : 
Who hath made heaven and earth. 
The Stone, which the builders rejected, 
HcUh become the head of the corner. 
This is the Lord's doing ; 
And it is marvellous in our eyes. 
Blessed be the name of the Lord :

Then may be said or sung one or other of the Psalms fol- 
lowing — viz., Psalm cxxii. or lxxxiv.

Then the service proceeds as on the morning of an ordi- 
nary Sunday, to the end of the Prayer for Pardon and 
Peace.

with us, who are here gathered together with all
